During the first four moinths 
of the current fiscal year the 

f ovemment of the United States 
as collected $215,000,000 in so¬ 
cial security taxes. If anybody 
imagines that this money has 
been set aside under lock and 
key, in a special reserve fund 
which will accumulate interest 
over a period of years and enable 
the Government ultimately to pay 
the benefits which the Social Se¬ 
curity Act requires, his faith is 
based upon a misconception of 
facts. 

The $214,000,000 has all been 
spent for a variety of purposes: 
perhaps to help build Grand Cou¬ 
lee Dam, perhaps to finance WPA 
projects in street-paving, perhaps 
to pay the salaries of officers in 
the navy—no one knows precisely, 
since the dollars that come into 
the Treasury are not so ear¬ 
marked that they can be identi¬ 
fied when they go out again. As 
for the reserve fund which is 
supposed to supply the money 
needed in future years for the 
payment of benefits under the 
Social Security Act: it consists 
at present only of Government 
I. O. U.’s. 

Certain conclusions are inescap¬ 
able. One is the fact that what 
the government has actually done 
has been to invent a new kind 
of corporation tax and a new 
kind of personal income tax, ap¬ 
plied in the case of individuals 
even to the smallest incomes. 
Equally clear is the fact that 
this system is a constant be- 
guiling temptation to governmen¬ 
tal extravagance.

correctly quoted, and Pasadena Is 
attempting to use the method as 
outlined, it means simply this: 
That the Metropolitan Water Dis¬ 
trict is proposing to sink water 
in the ground north of the Ray¬ 
mond Dike, therefore replenish¬ 
ing the basin as a cost of ap¬ 
proximately 4 cents per hundred 
cubic feet to Pasadena. This of 
course, if we are within the same 
basin, would be beneficail to all 


concerned. 

Pasadena's first action would 
be to establish prior right to 
enough water to virtually satisfy 
its demands. Next it would cur -1 
tail our use of water from this 
basin by approximately 60 per 
cent, and since we use in the 
neighborhood of 1100 acre feet 
per year, we would be forced to 
curtail and leave for use within 
Sierra Madre approximately 440 
acre feet of water.
